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DETAILED ACTION 
Status of Claims 

Claims 1-5 and 7-10 are cancelled and Claim 6 is currently amended. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Grant et al (US 
3,015,558), as further evidenced by "Material Hardness," in view of Karlstrom. 

Grant, as fiirther evidenced by "Material Hardness," in view of Karlstrom is applied as 
discussed in the office action mailed 9/9/2008. Regarding the amended feature, it would have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made that the 
composition taught by Grant in view of Karlstrom would have the claimed property, since where 
the claimed and prior art products are identical or substantially identical in structure or 
composition, or are produced by identical or substantially identical processes, it is a reasonable 
assumption that any properties associated with that composition would likewise be the same or 
nearly so. See MPEP 21 12.01 and In re Best (195 USPQ 430, CCPA 1977). 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 3/13/2009 have been fiiUy considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant argues that the amended claimed feature is not taught by Grant. This 
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argument is addressed above. Applicant also argues that the prior art does not teach the 
preferred range of the elements. The prior art can show overlapping ranges without showing the 
preferred composition to read over the claims. Applicant also argues that Karlstrom does not 
teach that P, O, and S are impurities. This limitation is not claimed. Karlstrom is cited to show 
that these elements would be obviously present and are within the range taught by Karlstrom. 
Regarding the heat treatment used to make the cutter, appUcant does not claim any heat treatment 
steps. Even though product-by-process claims are limited and defined by the process, 
determination of patentability is based on the product itself. The patentability of a product does 
not depend on its method of production. If the product in the product-by-process claim is the 
same or as obvious from a product of the prior art, the claim is unpatentable even though the 
prior product was made by a different process. See MPEP § 21 13.
